The amendment is entered; the rejections are all overcome. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 
The improper dependency of claim 21 remains. The traverse does not come to terms 
with the actual problem. As was stated previously, "The claim as written does not limit 
claim 1, as claim 1 does not provide for cefixime trihydrate in the first place, only cefixime 
itself." While applicants insists that claim 21 further limits claim 1, it does not, because 
claim 1 has only "cefixime", not "cefixime trihydrate". In this regard, the remarks 
mischaracterize the office action by saying, 'The Examiner sets forth that the claim as 
written does not limit claim 1, as claim 1 does not provide for cefixime in the first place." 
Correct would be "...does not provide for cefixime trihvdrate in the first place." 
Applicant's choices are: 

a. Cancel claim 21. 

b. Rewrite claim 21 in independent form. 

c. Amend claim 1 to read "...preparing cefixime or cefixime trihydrate....". 
Prosecution on tihe merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 

Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213, (Comm'r Pat. 1935).
